his seuse of propriety would cause him to refrain

There is uo dispute, whatever, conceraing tne 
fact that Mr. Stone did jain others who were Cam- 
paigping the state of Pennusrivania in oppositi m 
tothe acministration. It appears, too, that he was 
active and prominent with noisy 
eninpusielm, in atleudance upoa at 
least two large public meetings; that the speeches 
si such meetings were iargely devoted to abuse 
and misrepresentation ofthe adminisiration; that 
he approved all this aad actualiy adc ressed m eet- 
ings away from his home for the purpose of m ak 
ing such addresses, and thai he was advertise 1 as 
or e of the speakers at each of the said meetings. 

I sball acceptas trus the statement of Mr. Sioue, 
bat thetime spent by him in thus demoustrating 
his willingness to hold a. proiitable 
tee at the handsof au administration whicn be 
exnceavored to Gitcredit with the poopie, and 
which bac kindly overlooked his previous oflenses 
did wot result in the neglect of ordcipary ollicia 
duty.

DISACRBEMBNT OF THE JURY IN 
THE M’QUADE TRIAL, | 


| Tho Public Surprised to Leara That the Jury Stood 
Nine for Acquittaland Three for Vonyiction— 
The Mistrial Pronounced a Fublic Oa- 
lamity~Notes of the Trial, eto, 


Nuw York, November 24 —A few minutes 
fter 11 o’clock, Recorder Smythe made his 
appearance in court, and at 11:40 the jury in 
the Mc Quaide case came into the room. Fura: 
man Lynn stated they had not agreed upon.s 
verdict, adding: “ We have remained the same 
since 12 o’clock Monday night.” Recorder 
Smythe ssid he did not think it was worth 
while to keep the jury longer, and asked DI:- 
trict Attorney Martine for his opinion. Mr. 
Martine thought if the status of the jary-re- 
mained unchanged since 12 o'clock Monday 
night, they had better be discharged. 

Recorder Smythe thereupon discharged the 
jery. District Attorney Martine then addressed 
the court. Ho felt he had performed his 
whole duty in this matter,and his assistants 
had worked manfally, They had presented a | 
full case, and he was ata loss to understan4 
how the jury or any jury could fail to agree 
upon some verdict. He felt that the rasult of 
this trial was a public calamity, and the case 
should be called for speedy retrial. He, 
therefore, moved for a new trial on Monday 
next, Mr. Newcombe thought he needed 
more time to prepare for a new trial. The ro- 
corder thought the lawyers had bad ample 
preparations, and he therefore granted «the 
motion for a sew trial to begin Monday next, 
at 1i a, m, 

The reappearance of the ‘jurors from the 
places of their recent confinement was the 
sigpal fora grand rnshof roporters and citi- 
zenf, ail eager to ascertain how far the jury 
disagreed, and who were the obstinate ones. 
Tethe general surprise of those who hai 
closely watched the trial, they learned that | 
the first ballot, taken at midnight Monday, 


bad stood nine for acyuittal and 
three for conviction. There 
were only three ballots afcor that. Ono oa 


Tuesday morning, efter breakfast, and another 
last night, at nine o’clock, after which came

A STRIKB THREATSNED.

There vas too short notice given for yes- 
terday to have secured general compliance.

But the start has been 
made, and where one tree was planted on 
Georgia’s firat ‘‘Arbor day,’’ there will bea 
thoueand planted on the next one. 

As for Atlanta, she has a pressing and spe- 
cific duty in thisregard. Ten thonsand trees 
setoutalong her stret: today would be 
worth $100,000 to her in five years. Nothing 


conduces more to the health and beauty and , 


comfort of a city than abundant shade trees. 


It may be said of Peachtree and Washington . 


streets that their chief beauty is their ave- 
mues of trees; and yet five hundred trees 
might well be added to these streets. There 
are many other streets that are bald and 
shadeless—as red and bleak as railroad em- 


bankments. Before this season has passed | 


each of these streets should be lined with 
unbroken rows of trees. Much can be done 
by private tree planting. Mach can be done 
by the city. We cannot too highly com- 
mend Mayor Hillyer’s wisdom in assigning 
the street hands to this work on yesterday. 
It would be well if the street hands were 
putto the same work once a week for the 
rest of the season. They could do no better 
thing for the city than to plant 5,000 trees as 
a public investment. In the meantime, we 
copgratulate the people of Georgia that Gov- 
ernor Gordon has started the tree planting 
movement, and hope to see it grow to great 
proportions. 
On to Hawkineville. 
The closing of the contracts yesterday for 
the first 35 miles of the Atlanta and Hawk- 
ipsville road marks the beginning of our new 
era in railroad building. , 

‘The Hawkinsville road will be one of the 
beet, if not the best, of our whole system of 
roads for local trade. It penetrates the very 
richest section of the state, and one not now 
eut by railroads. A careful estimate is that 
25,000 bales of cotton will be brought to At- 
lanta next season over thisroad.

The friends and admirers of Mr. George 
W. Cable will regret to learn that the voice 
of the gifted novelist and philanthropist will 
be heard no more in public. Mr. Cable’s 
reasons for retiring from the platform are of 
a very peculiar character, but it may be said 
that he is influenced by circumstances over 
which he has no control. 

It seems that at a temperance meeting re- 
cently held in Northampton, Mass., Mr. @a- 
ble was invited to make alew remarks. Ig- 
noring the fact that numerous other speak- 
ers were expected to deliver addresses, the 
novelist proceeded to exhaust his subject. 
After he had spoken an hour and a half, and 
was about to warm upand plunge into the 
middle of his theme, the cold-blooded 
chairman, with a remoraeless sense 
of the fitness of things, paral- 
yzed the speaker by informing him 
that he was invited to speak ten minutes, 
and that he showed very poor taste in occu. 
pying the entire day. To this Mr. Cable 
replied that he was not aware of the limit in 
time. ‘‘This js the first time in my career as 
a public speaker,’’ he said, ‘‘that I have been 
invited to sit down.’’ At this the audience 
struggled to its feet, and Mr. Cable dramati- 
cally said: ‘‘Ladies and gentlemen, I bid 
you goodbye forever!”’ 

The outraged orator then left the hall,and 
the affair at once bccame the sensation of 
the day in Northampton. Just what will be 
the outcome no one ventures to predict, but 
it is believed that the high-keyed eloquence 
of the author of ‘‘The Grandissimes’’ ““as 
been silenced forever. This unlucky con- 
tretemps is all the more to be regretted, 
because it was evident to those who heard 
Mr. Cable that he was just getting fairly 
started when the chairman squelched him.

A Mistrial. 

After all the iuss that has been made over 
the trial of the boodle aldermen in New York, 
the probability is that they will manaze to 
escape punishment. The jury in the Mc- 
Quade case, which is probably a representa- 
tive average jury, has disagreed and the 
judge has discharged it, with the remark that 
the failure to agree is a public calamity. 

It is not a very difficult matter, especially 
in a city like New York, to throw obstacles 
in the way of justice by packing juries, 
One juror is enough, and two make a prac- 
tical majority where they desire to bring 
about a mistrial, It is always possible to 
draw at least two jurors from the large con- 
stituency that makes boodle aldermen a pos- 
sibility. In other words, the boodle alder- 
men being representative men, it is nof a 
difficult matter to get jurors who sympathize 
with them, 

The jaége remarked that the failure of 
the jury in the McQuade case was a public 
calamity. Toa sensitive jury this remark 
would have been severe enough, but it is not 
as severe as the facts warrant. There was 
no doubt as to McQuade’s guilt. The jury 
had before it the confessions of some of his 
partners in crime and other indisputable 
evidence, and there could be no possible ex 
cuse fora mistrial. Indeed, the result is 
only explainable by the fact that one or more 
of the admirers of the boodle aldermen were 
on the jury. 

The remedy for all this, and for the cor- 
ruption that has been rampant in New York 
city forso many years, is for the business 
men of that city to take more interest in 
politics and see to it that only honest men 
are placed in charge of the affairsof the mu- 
nicipality.

The New York Tribune, of Sanday, has a 
curious story of General Grant’s visit to the 
queen, told by General Adam Badeau, who 
was with the genera! on his Enropean tour. 

While in London, General Grant received 


this card : 
“The Lord Steward 
bas received Her Majesty’s commands to invite 
General and Mre. Grant 
to dinner at Windsor Castleon Tuesday, 26th June, 
and to remain until the following day. 
Windsor Castile, 
25th June, 1877. 
See other side.”’ 


On the other side was engraved : 


‘*Should the ladies or gentlemen to whom invi- 
tations are sent be out of town, and not expected 
to returnin time to obey the queen’s commands 
on the day the invitaticus are for, the cards are 
to be brought back.” 

’ That wae nice, But‘ Mr, Jesse,” as General 
Badeau with affectionate humulity calls the 
nineteen year old son of General Grant, was 
along with the general. General Grant ap- 
pears to have felt no anxiety about Mr. Jesse’s 
getting to the dinner. Still less did that 
young gentleman. But Badean fell into a 
sweat and telegraphed as follows to the master 
of the queen’s hourehold: , 

“Personal and confidential to yourself. I would 
not, ofcourse, make such a sugzestion unauthor- 
ized, but if it could be proposed to invite General 
Grant’s son, Mr. Jesse Grant, a young man of nine- 
teen or twenty, it would be a great gratification to 
General and Mrs. Grant. If this is contrary to eti- 
quette, please consider this telegram not sent.’’ 

Thisnotonly secured Mr. Jesse “‘an in- 
vite,” but séems to have fixed things for General 
Badeau also, as he wa3 with the party when 
they went to the queen’s castle, Qa arriving 
there Gencral Badeau and Mr. Jesse were in: 
formed that they were to dine, not with the 
queen, but with the queen’s household; 
Jesse thereupon declared that he wouldu’t do 
it, and/if he conldn’t eat at the queen’s table 
he certainly wouldn’t eat with her servants. 

The duchess of Roxburgh thereupon called 
on Mrs. Grant to say that a large number at 
the table made the queen giddy, and that she 
bad taken the liberty of sending General 
Badeauand his Mr. Jesse to snother table, 
as a sort of hygienic measure, so to speak. 
Jesse thereupon stated that he preferred re. 
turnipg to town to dining with the servants. 
The marchioness of -Ely then came in to 
explain that the people at the household tab e 


were all distingnicshed, nothing le:s than a 


countess, prrhaps, being allowed there, Jesse 
still insistei. General Badsau then say:: 

‘Jesse insisted on going bome atfonce, He said he 
had not cared to come to Windsor at a)l, and that 
he certainiy would not dine with any one but his 
hostess, The general was, of course, unwilling for 
the lad to leave, but he thought that bis son 
should dine at the same table with himself. 
The queen, however, had not yet returned 
and none of the courtiers could decide the 
matter. Finally General Grant desired me to 
see the master of the household and to say tha‘ 
be had, of course, no wish to suggest any change 
inthe arrangements, or to ask any ianovation in 
etiquette; but that the invitation had been mis; 
understood; he had supposed that his son was to 
dine at the same table with himself, and since 
this was not to be, he requested that the invitation 
to Jesse should be withdrawn, so that he might re- 
turn to town. Sir Jobn was extremely wellbred 
and simply said that he would convey the message 
to her majesty immediately upon her return from 
her drive. 

Then we waited for an answer. I suppose such a 
message had never been sent to her majesty before 
since her coronation. If the queen had been iII- 
tempered or lackingin taste or tact there might 
have been an unpleasant complication. It was 
possible that :he entire invitation might be with. 
drawn, or @ message might be sent thet would 
make it impossible for General Grant to remain, 
and thus necessitate the return of the whole 
party io London. Even international feeling 
might be aroused. But General Grant had been 
assured that he should be treat-d as an ex sover- 
eign, and itseemed tohim, with his demoeratic 
notion 8, that he was not treated as a private gen- 
tleman. Certainiy no private gefftleman bidden 
with his son to the white house would have ex- 
pected thatronto dine at a different table an4 in 
a different room from himself. 

As for me, ] was acting as General Grant's aide. 


The upshot of itall w as that the queen sent 
vord she would likete have Mr Jesse at the 
first table, which left father Baieau, so to 
speak, out in the cold alone, We leave the 
higher company for a moment, to follow him 
into his humble banishment. He says: 

I went todinner with the household, I remem- 
ber that Sir John Cowell, Lady Ely, Lady Susan 
Melville and others of the queen's ladies and gen- 
tlemen were present. My companions were ex- 
tremely affable, and I thought they seemed to 
wish to meke up for my disappointment, so tar as 
they could, Almost immediately after we rose Sir 
John disappeared, but came back at once and an 
nounced that I wasto be taken in and presented to 
the queen. 

She was standing with her dinner company at 
one end ef a long gallery when I was led up to 
her. She bowed with extreme graciousn ss, and 
said immediately that she had to thank me fora 
book I had once sent her. This was the. first voi- 
ume of my ‘History of General Grant.” Of course 
Iwas struck with the intended » and 
thapked her majesty for recoliecting my present. 
The queen then went on to ask ime how General 
Giant was enjoying his visit to England. This 
gave me an opportunity to speek of his reception 
throughout the country, which I was courtier 
enough to say “culminates tonight.” At this the 
majesty of England positively dropped mea cour 
tery, and was evidently gratified. I think she felt 
sorry that she had left me out and wanted to atone: 
at any rate, she made me feel very pleasant for a 
moment or two in spite of my disappointment, 

The queen gave General Grant precedence 
of some of her own children, an honor ex 
tended only to royalty, Mrs, Grant was put 
forther back among the ordinary dukes and 
earls and things. 
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"Genial Badean goes on to describe the 
scenes as follows : 

After a while the queen looked around, and ve 
duchesses approached and lace shaw 
across her shoulders. Her majesty 
ery one else bowed or courtest! 
doors behind her were opened, 

Epgiand and her daughters vanished, There 
was masic in the distance according to & printed 
programme. Some of the company, General Grant 
among them, played cards; others talked, and 
at eleven the ladies retired, with some of the mon. 
Prince Leopold then invited General Grant to the 
billierd-room, which seemed to be peneath the 
castle, we ‘po far; and is the only place 
where the queen allows smoking. I accompanied 
the general, and Prince Leopold came down ia a 
smoking suit of gorgeous purpje aud yellow sa‘in, 
and played a game with the conqueror of Vicks- 
purg. They are both in Hades now, General 
Grant sat up late, as usual, and it was 2 o'clock 

I got to bed. 

General Badeau cannot leave the subject of 
his dining at the second table. So, without 
trying to explain what he meaus by saying 
thet both General Grant and Prince Leopold 
“ere in Hades now,” wesnbdmit his final reflac- 
tions on this painfal subject 

The intention certainly was to pay & great com- 
pliment to the ex-president of the United States, 
but I make no doubt that the queen stretched her 
conscience or her etiquette when she gave him 
her daughter to take ia to dinner, and put him be- 
fore the nobility. The episode of the invitations I 
account for by supposing that at first she intended 
to have me at her table; she was good natured 
and extended the invita ion to’ Jerse, when this 
was asked; but then said: ‘‘Let them both dine 
with the household.” Then when the new ques- 
tion was raised she admitted Jesse; so tha’ from 
her own point of view she was extremely gracious 
throughout; and from anybody's point but mine 
she was amiable. I suffered for others which is of 
eourse very much to my credit.

: THE CONVICT LEASE. 


A Message to be Sent tothe Legislature Oa 
the Subject. 


Is is known that Governor Gordon has pre- 
pared # message to be sent to the legislature 
on the subject of the convict lease. The mos- 
eage would probably have gone in yesterday 
morning had the governor not been cxiled 
away by the news of the sericus iliness of his 
father. 

The tenor of the message has been misrep- 
resented. Itis not an attack on the present 
convict lease system, or on the convict lesss3es, 
It is does not state that the lease has been for: 
feited or demand its forfeiture. It simoly 
proposes a plan by which the state can arrange 
to receive convicts in case there 
should be any forfeiture or  sur- 
render by the lessees. As matters now 
stand,if the governor forfeits the lease of 
any lessee, the state has‘no provision for tak- 
ing his convicts. They aresimply trausferred 
to another lessee who, under the law, has a 
right to contract for them fora period of not 
less than twenty yearse, from the time thsy 
are delivered to him. Taus the lease may be 
made perpetual, The lessees may, if thoy de 
sire by forfeiting the convicts to each other, 
secure renewals indefinitely. As we under 
stand it, General Gordon’s messags recom- 
mends the legislature to provide some plan by 
which the state can itself take such convicts 
as are surrendered or forteited and work them 
for the public good and without loss. Tue 
message suggests the establishment of oxpar- 
imental] faime, and discusses the feasibility of 
putting the convicts at work on the public 
roads. This, we believe, is as faras it goes,
